How does it affect you? 

It affects anyone who was born on or after 1st 
September 1996. This table shows the earliest 
time you can leave education or training. 
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Research shows that staying in learning means 
you earn more money. Young people with an 
Advanced Apprenticeship earn on average 
£100,000 more in their lifetime than someone 
who leaves learning at 16. 

You will have a better chance of getting a 
job, as employers want people who have 
qualifications and skills. 

What do I need to do? 

• Start to think about the type of learning 
you need to do, to get where you want to 
be in the future. 

• Speak to your Connexions Advisor 
or careers teacher 

• See where you can study and what you 
can learn at school
